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REMARKS 

The Applicant appreciates tine courteous and complete examination of the 
application by the Examiner. In view of the foregoing amendments and the following 
remarl<s, a reconsideration of the instant application is respectfully requested. 

In order to expedite the prosecution of this application, claims 16-28 have been 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter thereof, in favor of 
Applicant's right to pursue the cancelled claims in a divisional application filed at a later 
date, thereby permitting the remaining allowed claims to issue as a patent. Claims 1-15 
are now in this application. 

Regarding the Claims 

The Examiner stated on page 2 of the above-identified office action that claims 
1 5 are allowed, and that the restriction toward withdrawn claims 1 6-28 is made final. 

In response to the Examiner's statements, withdrawn claims 16-28 have been 
cancelled, thereby putting the present application in condition for allowance. 

Conclusion 

Although the present communication may include alterations to the application or 
claims, or characterizations of claim scope or referenced art, the Applicant is not 
conceding in this application that previously pending claims are not patentable over the 
cited references. Rather, any alterations or characterizations are being made to 
facilitate expeditious prosecution of this application. The Applicant reserve the right to 
pursue at a later date any previously pending or other broader or narrower claims that 
capture any subject matter supported by the present disclosure, including subject matter 
found to be specifically disclaimed herein or by any prior prosecution. Accordingly, 
reviewers of this or any parent, child or related prosecution history shall not reasonably 
infer that the Applicant has made any disclaimers or disavowals of any subject matter 
supported by the present application. 

Applicant has endeavored to address all of the Examiner's concerns as 
expressed in the Office Action. Accordingly, amendments to the claims, the reasons 
therefor, and arguments in support of patentability of the pending claim set are 
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presented above. Any claim amendments which are not specifically discussed in the 
above -remarks are made in order to improve the clarity of claim language, to correct 
grammatical mistakes or ambiguities, and to otherwise improve the clarity of the claims 
to particularly and distinctly point out the invention to those of skill in the art. Finally, 
Applicant submits that the claim limitations above represent only illustrative distinctions. 
Hence, there may be other patentable features that distinguish the claimed invention 
from the prior art. 

With the above amendments being fully responsive to all outstanding rejections 
and formal requirements, it is respectfully submitted that the claims are now in condition 
for allowance, and a notice to that effect is earnestly solicited.
